One Omaha 
paper prints an article stating that it 
from The London Financial News of 
March 10th. No such article was ever 
printed by us, and its whole tenor is di- 
rectly opposed to the view we have taken 
of the effect of free silver in the United 
States.

To tell an In- 
telligent audience that tbe free and un- 
limited coinage of silver by the United 
States alone would raise the bullion value 
of silver to its coinage value, and make 
silver bullion worth fl 20 per ounce in 
throughout tbe world is an amszing 
statement for a man to make who is a 
candidate for the Presidency of a great 
country. As Mr. Bryan is, presumably, 
not wholly uneducated, he must know 
that his statement, which even the most

'I he prohi- 
bitionists, or anti-license advocates, 
were defeated by large majority. 

At the democratic headquarters the 
election of Col Dim W. Jones, the 
democratic candidate for governor, la 
claimed by 45.000 plurality. Chairman 
Cooper, of the republican committee, 
disputes the claim, basing his estimate* 
upon reports received late Monday 
evening, lie says a large percentage 
of the Increased vote Was polled by 
Negroes. Of the MsVMO polled tnx re- 
ceipts in this state, 4\0OO nre held by 
Negroes, 15,000 more thiin were held 
by the Negroes two years ago. 

Owing to the large number of coun- 
ties beyond the reach of telegraph and 
telephone facilities, the returns from 
Monday's election are slow in reuching 
headquarters. Semi-olii-ial returns 
received from 14 of the principal coun- 
ties of the state give J ones (dam.) free 
silver candidate for governor, a plu- 
rality of 18,000. 

The populists scratched Files, their 
candidate for governor, and voted 
almost solidly for Jones as did many of 
the sound money democrata The pro- 
hibition vote throughout the state 
■hows a marked decrease. 

Several clashes occurred la the 
doubt nil counties between the demo- 
crats and populists.
